Wheat Marketing Proposal

Senator T. A. Crerar ews re- 
garding a future icy for wheat markeung 
in Canada. He suggests that the idea of an 
ints itional wheat agreement should be 
aba d. that the grain exchange sh« uld 
be allowed to operate once again, and that 
Wheat Pools and the United Grain Growers 
should join hands in the formation of a 


powerful export marketing organization. 
Senator Crerar says that the experience 


of the British wheat agreement and the In- 


ternational Wheat Agreement resulted in 


very large financial losses to the wheat pro- 
ducers af western Canada. He has no faith 
in the International Wheat Agreement pro- 


viding stability of prices for Canadian grain 
Importing nations, he maintains, 
will not commit themselves to buy under 
agreements unless they ‘can buy cheaper 
{han what they estimate the world price will 
likely be. 

The three western Wheat Pools and the 
United Grain Growers control among them 


pr ocucers. 


more than two-fifths of the country and 
terminal elevator capacity, the Senator 
atates. Among them they handle probably 


45 per cent of all grain marketed in western 
Canada. This gives them enormous power 
which, wisely used, could benefit the farmers 
they serve. The Senator says they could 
form a powerful export marketing organiza- 
tion which could search for markets where 
Canadian wheat and flour could be sold. 

Regarding the grain exchange, Senator 
Crerar states that nothing can take the place 
ot the open competitive market in giving 
service to the farmers by insuring that their 
yrain is handled to its ultimate consumer at 
ihe lowest possible ratio of expense. 

There probably are some arguments for 
floor price, the Senator states, but he con- 
cludes, “If the western Canadian farmer 
thinks for a moment that he’ can compel 
periiament to subsidize him in some form or 
other, he is indeed very much mistaken. For 
anything of this kind could only be done by 
jakine the money out of the pockets of the 
inxpayers, and the people of the rest of 
(nnada, where the political power lies, will 
not tax themselves to meet the wishes of the 
rn grain growers.”
